There is no such thing as democratic militarism, because demo- 
cracies arc lU'viT militaristic, ("ivilizrd nations that arc tree instinc- 
tively seek peace. But niilitunt democracy is a different matter. Ev- 
ery democracy that amounts to a hill of beans becomes militant when 
its life is iiiipcrillcd or its rights arc Hswiiledy. The United Statt-s to 
day exhibits at the sauie time mure democracy and more militane.v 
than it. ever did in its life before. And both of these fine character- 
istics are iiliist rated at tlicir ticst in the army ciicamprnfiits. 

To those who in the past have preached any of the various gos. 
pels of class hatred, the spirit of the training camps is a wholesome 
* revelation. Mi'ii of all classes, all social ranks, there seem to Hnd 
themselves merged in one homogeneous type — the American. Corn- 
ers are rubbed off, prejudices disappear, fancied wrongs fade. The 
soldiers mix, and find tiieins(>l\ cs woiKlroiisiy aliki' in the liij; tiiiiiKs 
that count, in their ways of looking at life, in tlieir ideals and piir- 
^ pbsses. The rich and the cultured find it easier than they 'expected to 
mingle witli coimnoii men on e(|ual terms. Those of hiiiiihle placi- 
{(nd small learning iind no such gap as they imagined between them- 
selves and others. Most surprising of all, our immigrant citicena dis- 
cover tliat Ihey really "l)eloiig;." 

And having discovered it, they do not hesitate to declare it. Some 
of the most effective work in behalf of the Second Liberty Loan ha^ 

been aec()ni()lished by "soap bo.\'' orators from the cantonmeuti. 
They are naturalized citizens, for the most part, who, with the in 
spiration of a month of American arinjr, come back to tell theii 
"foreign" l)retliren that this is in reality the promised land of their 
d^'eams. They explain that the selective service, so much feared, 
is the salvation of their hopes; that the American army itself is a liv- 
ing-example of what it is fifrbtinjr Inr -world democracy.
